Heaviest Day Smashes 
Of Invasion Hit Nazis 


LONDON, Thursday, July 6—(#)—In the most impressive offen- 
give since D-Day, Allied air forces hurled at least five strong day- 
light bomber forces and thousands of fighters at the Germans from 
the channel to the Mediterranean yesterday as American heavy bomb- 
ers returned to their British bases after shuttle-bombing the Nazis 


from England to Russia to Italy. 


Two tremendous forces of RAF ¢of the British troops in the Caen 


bombers swept over the south- 
east coast of England last night 
and early today and shortly after 
the first. group roared towards 
the continent heavy explosions 
and gunfire were heard in the 
Pas de Calais rocket-bomb area 
of the French coast. 

Later a second force cf bombers 
was heard droning away toward 
Europe. 

The 7,000-mile circuit clamped 
tight an aerial ring of steel 
around Germany exposing the 
whole of Hitler's Europe to the 
bombs of the Allies.

Toward Baltics and 
East Prussia at Will

LONDON, Thursday, July 6—(#)—While overwhelming Soviet 
forces lunged toward the Baltics and East Prussia almost at will, 
slaughtering German defenders and capturing towns in incredible 
numbers, the Moscow radio broadcast early today a report from 
Stockholm that Adolf Hitler had just reached a decision to throw all 
his Nazi reserves into the gigantic struggle on the eastern front. 


The radio report said “an ex~'‘ 
traordinary meeting has just been 
held at Hitler’s headquarters. 
Colonel General Kurt itzler, 
chief of the German genera) staff, 
and Colonel General Ernst von 
Busch, commander-in-chief of the 
eastern front, were present. , 

“Zeitzler said the German army 
was faced with superiority it 
c uld not equal and Hitler was 
said to have ordered that all re- 
serves were to be flung into the 
‘attle at once to stop the Soviet 
advance.” 

NEW DRIVE HINTED 

The report that the Germans 
had decided to throw in every 
possible reinforcement to make a 
stand in the east came after Red 
troops had crashed closer to Wilno 
(Vilna) in prewar Poland, captur- 
ing two important rail junctions 
on the line from Minsk, and after 
the Germans themselves had 
broadcast that the vital communi- 
cations center of Kowel in cen- 
tral Poland had been evacuated, 
possibly indicating a new Russian 
offensive south of the Pripyat 
marshes. 

If the report of the Nazi de- 
cision is true it means that the 
highest German military authori- 
ties have arrived at the point of 
view expressed in numerous Ber- 
lin broadcasts within recent days 
—that the “war’s center of gravity 
is now in the east.” R 
UNDERSCORES URGENCY 

German news and propaganda 
broadcasts repeatedly have sdid 
that German forces, falling back 
in disorder ever since the Red 
armies opened their White Rus- 
sian offensive June. 23, were no 
match for the sledge-hammer 
blows of superior Soviet forces. 

The presence*of Von Busch at 
the council of war would under- 
score the urgency of the demand 
for further reinforcements in the 
east to avert complete disaster, 
conceivably a breakthrough to the 
Reich itself. 

Already his armies are strewn 
over the vast, flaming front with 
losses in killed and captured to- 
taling more than 200,000, by Mos- 
cow’s incomplete tally. Vaunted 
defense lines have been shattered 
with speed that startled the world 
and key bastions like Minsk, the 
capital of White Russia, have fal- 
len in fighting that lasted only a 
few hours,

Doughboy Kills 3 German 
Officers With Dud Grenade

WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES IN NORMANDY, July 5.— 
(P)—An American infantryman killed three German officers with 
a rifle grenade that failed to explode, Lieutenant E. C. Hill, Wood- 


Hill said the Germans were speeding down a country road in 
a mortorcyle and sidecar when the doughboy fired at them.

SOBERING NOTE 

In the face of these Allied suc- 
cesses a sobering note was sound- 
ed by American Navy Secretary 


Forrestal. He warned against 
overconfidence and declared the 
main battles against Japan, yet to 
be fought, will be “bitter and 
costly.” 

The secretary said complete 
conquest of Saipan “may be ex- 
pected with confidence.” 

Reporting that American sub- 
marines accounted for 17 of the 
26 Japanese ships destroyed, For- 
restal noted that the war against 
outer Nippon defenses is moving 
at “a faster pace than we had 
hoped.” 

Of the ships bagged by Yank subs 
one was a light cruiser, one a de- 
stroyer and two medium tankers. 
This ran up to 640 the Japanese 
vessels definitely destroyed by 
American underseas fighters. They 
probably have sunk or damaged 
151 others. 

British submarines were credit- 
ed with nine Japanese supply 
ships sunk and two damaged. 

In China’s Hunan province en- 
circled Chinese forces retained 
their hold on the vital Hengyang 
railway junction. The Chinese 
high command said 6,000 Japanese 
soldiers died in fighting there in 
10 days. 

Chinese scored advances south 
and southeast of Hengyang and 
inflicted reverses on the Japanese 
driving north from the Canton 
area. 

In Chungking P. H. Chang, a 
government spokesman, said the 
fierce Chinese defense at Heng- 
yang should dissolve “suspicions 
and rumors” that the Chinese 
forces were not holding up their 
end of resistance against Japan. 

Chinese forces in Yunnan prov- 
ince, near the Burma border, 
drove to within 26 miles of junc- 
ture with Stilwell troops in north 
Burma. Mountainous terrain, how- 
ever, will slow further progress in 
the offensive to open a land sup- 
ply line into China. 

At one point the Chinese were 
within two and a half miles of 
their main objective, the Japanese 
Tungchung base.

Cherniakhovsky’s army, pound- 
ing toward Wilno, occupied more 
than 150 localities and other 
troops south and southwest of 
Minsk took another 100 communi- 
ties, including eight described by 
Moscow as large and three railway 
stations, 

The Russians also continued 
mopping up isolated German pock- 
ets east of Minsk and during the 
day wiped out remnants of the 
surrounded Nazi 12th and 27th 
Army Corps and 39th Tank Corps, 
the communique said.

LONDON, July 5.—(P)—Wing 
Commander J. E. (Johnny) John- 
son, an Englishman leading a Can- 
adian Spitfire squadron, shot down 
two German planes today over the 
Normandy battlefront and brought 
his total killsall in the air— 
to 35. 

Johnson became the leading Al- 
lied ace in the’ European theater 
June 30 when he shot down his 
33rd plane. He previously had 
been tied at 32 with Group Cap- 
tain A. G. Malan, a South African, 
who is no longer on active opera- 
tions, and the late Brendan (Pad- 
dy) Finucane, who was lost in ac- 
tion last year. Finucane was cred- 
ited with 33 planes. 

Johnson’s &pitfire squadron shot 
down seven Nazi planes in battles 
over the Normandy battlefront 
during the day. 


Two Others Crowd 
Red Ace With 53 Each 


MOSCOW, July 5.—(#)—Major 
Alexander Pokryshkin, with sev- 
eral more than 53 German planes 
destroyed in air combat, remains 
the leading ace of the Red Air 
Force, but is being crowded by 
two other fighter pilots who have 
reached totals of 53 each, it was 
announced tonight. 

Pokryshkin’s latest score has 
not been announced, but is said to 
have increased considerably and 
he still is at the front. 

The new contenders are Captain 
Gregory Rechkalov, of the Urals 
district, navigator for Pokryshkin 
before becoming a pilot, and Lieu- 
tenant Nikolai Gulayev, former 
mechanic from Rostov.

Hitler Tells 


Home Front

LONDON, July 5.-#)—Adolf Hitler, addressing a meeting of 
German production chiefs and calling on the home front to match 
the efforts of his soldiers, declared, ‘Enormous courage and strength 
of nerves are necessary to stand up in these times, but we shall not 
capitulate,” the German radio reported today. " 


The time and place of Hitler’s 
remarks were not disclosed ard 
the Berlin broadcast report gave 
only selected excerpts. 

Not since January 36 has Hitler 


addressed the German people di- 
rectly, but Saturday it was an- 
nounced he had spoken at the fu- 
neral of General Eduard Dietl and 
had raised the same theme of the 
difficulties confronting Germany. 

In the speech reported today he 
said “this war cannot be judged 
on daily events. In a batile of such 
historic extent a timely success or 
defeat does not make any differ- 
ence. In this war of destiny for 
the German people, everyone rust 
fight and work for final victory 
» . « Should the German leader- 
ship, which has been lucky enough 
to say for four years that we have 
had only successes, now say that 
we will fail? 

“No. We will triumph this time, 
and in the end will win this ~’ar.” 

In his meeting with Professor 
Albert Speer, Nazi minister of mu- 
nitions, and other production lead- 
ers, Hitler wrung dry consolation 
from the assertion that the war 
was being decided by technicians, 
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engineers and production as well 
as by soldiers. +* 


He acknowledged that in this 
department the Allies sometimes 
were as efficient as the Germans 
and on some occasions better, bt 
insisted, “the German inventive 
spirit is on its way to regain the 
balance again.”

Incumbents with only one ex- 
ception—defeat of veteran Chief 
Judge Luther Z. Rosser, of the civil 
court of Fulton county, by former 
Assistant Solicitor General Quincy 
O. Arnold—swept to victory in the 
Fulton county primary, official 
tabulations revealed. 


Commissioners Charlie Brown 
and I. Gloer Hailey; Judges Hugh 
M. Dorsey and Robert Carpenter; 
State Senator G, Everett Millican; 
Coroner Mrs. Paul Donehoo, and 
Paul S. Ethridge Jr., only Fulton 
representative with opposition, 
won renominations.

Jeffries, who did not offer for re- 
election, and A. B. (Bud) Foster, 
42, former chief jailer, became 
Fulton county’s youngest sheriff 
by emerging as victor in another 


j three-cornered tilt. 


31,731 BALLOTS CAST 


County Democratic Executive 
Committee officials announced 
that 31,731 persons visited the 
polls out of a registration list car- 
rying 55,006 names. 

Senator George, running for re- 
nomination, received the largest 
vote of any candidate having op- 
position. He got 26,998 votes 
while his opponent, John W. 
Goolsby, received 3,856. Mrs. 
Donehoo was second in the total 
number of votes, mustering 25,054 
as her opponent, former City 
Councilman Tom C. Morris, poll- 
ed 5,273. 

The contest between Fulton 
County Commissioner Ed L. Al- 
mand and Gunby for the ordi- 
nary’s post created more interest 
in the counting than any other be- 
cause, during the unofficial count, 
almost every precinct swapped 
leaders. 

It was a battle from start to 
finish, with Almand taking an 
early lead, losing and then regain- 
ing it. The course of the battle 
seesawed for hours, in fact until 
the final tabulations were made. 

Gunby received 12,142 votes, 
Almand’ 9,875, and Carlton W. 
Binns, third entrant, 9,178.

Foster had 15,178 votes as com- 
pared to 12,600 for G. Neal Ellis, 
assistant city police chief, and 
3,221 for John E. Goodwin, former 
state director of public safety.

During the war years Argentina, with a government strongly 
pro-Nazi in complexion has become the problem child among the 
American republics. Ee ' 

Today her attitude seems to be bearing fruit—fruit which will 
not be pleasant for the Argentinans. : 

Both the United States and Great Britain have withdrawn their 
diplomatic representatives from thé Argentine. It is evident that 
neither of the great Mnglish-speaking allies is willing to put up with 
the Argentine position any longer. 

The action by the United States is in line with a policy of 
stiffer reality in treating with neutrals who do all they can to aid 
our foes. It followed the breaking of relations with Finland and 
an uncompromising stand with Spain and Sweden. 

The action by the British government, however, will probably 
come as a greater shock and cause more alarm in the Argentine. 
For that country has based much of its defiance of the United 
Nations upon a belief that Britain cannot do without her large 
imports of Argentine beef and grain. It is evident, by the British 
efficial action, this belief was ill-founded. It is quite possibie 
Argentina may find she must pay for her pro-Nazi leanings 
through a blow to her commerce which could well bring economic 
disaster. 

Underlying the entire Argentine situation is a fear, by Brazil 
and other Latin American countries, that trouble for the future 
may be now forming tm an evident determination, by Argentina, 
to arm to the teeth. It might be that we are witnessing, today, 
the beginnings of a minor-league dictatorship in our own hemi- 
sphere which will have to be»squelched eventually. ‘ 

One thing is sure, whatever developments may come in the 
Argentine situation, Washington will not take any positive action 
without the full approval and support of the other American 
republics.

Do you blame Mr. Roosevelt be- 
cause of the supreme court’s re- 
cent reversal of itself in tne Texas 
white primary decision? The su- 
preme court is an independent 
body, its members appointed for 
life, and can render decisions un- 
influenced by anybody. Is it just 
for us, of the south, who do not 
subscribe to certain racial views 
of Mrs. Roosevelt, to blame the 
President for them because cer- 
tain interpretations of those views 
find that they stir up racial antag- 
onism? 

Have you forgotten that soon 
after Mr. Roosevelt came into of. 
fice, during his first term, both he 
and the Navy plead with congress 
for a large two-ocean navy? Do 
you blame him because congress 
refused this request? Cannot you 
credit him with wisdom in such a 
request? Cannot you see that if 
this request had been granted it is 
very unlikely we would now be at 
war? Have you forgotten that be- 
cause of him your bank account 
is now safe up to $5,000 if your 
money is deposited in any bank 
which is a member of the Federal 
Reserve Bank? Have you forgot- 
ten that he saved us from a finan- 
cial panic by keeping the gold re- 
serve and other privately-owned 
gold in this country? Have you 
forgotten that he stopped the in- 
descriminate sale of foreign se- 
curities by certain speculating 
bankers and thus protected a gul- 
lible public from further throw- 
ing away its money? Do you re- 
member that one of his self- 
esteemed predecessors, one noted 
for self-centered complacency, did 
not do this and as a result such 
sales approximated 13 billions of 
dollars, of which only about three 
billions were said to be worth 
face value? Do you forget that in 
social security he helped both the 
poor and aged? Do you blame him 
for the high income tax placed up- 
on our shoulders when with con- 
gress, and congress alone, rests the 
power of taxation? Do you blame 
him because in last October it has 
been said that the Treasury had a 
surplus of 203 billions of dollars 
on hard, -which if=kept intact, 
could be employed for the bene- 
fit of the American public in meet- 
ing financial conditions following 
the war? Or, would you advise 
that we have nothing saved up to 
meet such conditions? Do you 
blame him because he has had to 
temporize with the striking min- 
ers, so that coal, an absolute ne- 
cessity, could be secured for carry- 
ing on the war? What do you 
think he should have done; put 
the miners in jails and concentra- 
tion camps or inducted them into 
the Army? Had he done this there 
would have been no coal, but a 
revolution of all labor in this 
country.

Do you blame him be- 
cause congress has failed to pass 
a suitable law for handling the 
strike situation? 

I am not going to vote the 
Democratic ticket because my fa- 
ther and my grandfather was a 
Democrat, but because from every 
consideration bearing on the pres- 
ent time I believe Mr. Roosevelt 
is better suited to be “our Presi- 
dent for the duration of the war.

The Naz Mentality 
Aids German Defeat 


There is strange evidence of perverted men- 

lity running through the entire story of German 

strategy in this war. It is strange because even 

layman would see that, from the military view- 

point, this particular strategy defeats its own objectives. And, 

knowing the cold, calculating habits of thought of the general staff 

of the German army, the only conclusion possible is that the 

warped way of thinking typified in Hitler and his fellow gangsters 

has consistently overruled the advice of the Prussian staff officers. 

This particular freak of error is found in the story of the air 

war, as conducted by the Luftwaffe. There is strong suspicion it 

is an outgrowth of the sadistic impulses of that fat monstrosity, 
Hermann Goering. 

From the start, through the days when the Germans had such 
overwhelming air superiority, right through the -war and up to 
today, when their only remaining air recourse is those robot bombs 
they are sending against southern England, the Germans have tried 
to terrorize civilian populations, rather than concentrating their 
air blows against military targets. 


COMPARISON When the Germans were staging their terrific 

blitz against Britain in 1940-41, they sent their 
bombs not so much against targets which, if destroyed, would 
cripple British war production, but against business and residential 
areas in London and other cities. They killed a lot of helpless 
women and children. Destroyed many churches and hospitals and 
homes. But the net result of all their bombings was to steel the 
British will to resist and to build up such a hatred against them- 
selves that cannot be expunged in 100 years. 

Even in their notorious raid on Coventry it was the center of 
that city, its retail business streets, its cathedral and block after 
block of quiet, innocent homes, that they destroyed. The least 
damaged sections of Coventry were the war industrial plants which 
form a ring around the outer suburbs of the city. 

There can be no doubt the Germans knew this and deliberately 
chose to try and terrorize the civilian population, rather than 
actually weaken the British war effort. 

For comparison in results, look today at the condition of Ger- 
many’s own industrial war machine, after two years of bombing 
attack by the RAF and the USAAF, which has concentrated upon 
precision bombing against vital military targets. Two-thirds of 
Germany’s plane production has been smashed, her oil resources 
have been cut two-thirds and her transportation so dislocated it 
takes weeks for troop reinforcements to travel a. distance which 
should be covered in a day or two. 


NOW THE ROBOTS From al! reports, it is indicated the Ger- 


mans have repeated the same stupid 
mistake in their robot plane assault on southern England. 

The necessary launching devices for these things are costly and 
take considerable time to install. When they began setting them 
up en the coast of France, the Germans knew that, sooner or later, 
the Allies would invade that coast, a task requiring tremendous 


concentration of shipping in the ports along the coast of England. - 


Now, while it is not possible to aim these robots at a target as 
small as a specific war factory, for instance, it is possible to aim 
them at a general area. If you had been the Germans, facing the 
threat of invasion, where would you have aimed the robots at the 
time you were erecting the launching devices? It seems so obvious 
a child would know the answer. Aim them as closely as possible 
at the ports, where great fleets and convoys would have to assemble 
for the invasion, of course. 

,» But, did the Germans do this? No, they took as their general 
target London, not one-tenth as important to the invasion success 
as the south coast ports. 

And they have succeeded, once again, in killing civilians, women 
and children, in destroying houses and hospitals and the like, while 
the robots have not contributed one iota towards delaying ‘the 
essential flow of men and supplies to the coast of Normandy. And 
it is now too late to adjust the launching devices to correct this 
error. 

It is to be presumed that the slaughter of innocents brings so 
much ghoulish glee to the warped soul of Goering that he is willing 
to sacrifice military advantage in order to gloat over the useless 
spilling of blood. 

Well, it is senseless, but it has contributed a lot to the defeat of 
the Nazis and, therefore, we can know that the children and the 
helpless women and old people who died under German bombings 
and robot plane assault did not die in vain.

NEW YORK, July 5.—One night 
in September, 1935, Huey Long

was convicted by Long’s biogra- 
phers and emotional public opinion 
of firing the shot that killed the 
Kingfish. No formal, honest effort 
ever was made to determine 
whether Long was assassinated by 
Dr, Carl Weiss or by his own body- 
guards, whether by accident or 
with treacherous intent. Dr. Weiss 
might have been murdered by 
conspirators in Huey’s own circle 
of gunmen with intent to place the 
blame on a dead man. 

It is unlikely that public opin- 
ion ever will be reversed because 
the cohorts of the Kingfish, most 
of them raseals, many of them 
later went to prison, had control 
of:the machinery of investigation, 
and they not only prevented in- 
telligent study of the facts but 
created permanent confusion. 

Like Dr. Weiss, Rear Admiral 
H. E. Kimmel and Major General 
Walter Short, the American com- 
manders in Hawaii when the Japa- 
nese attacked Pearl Harbor, have 
been placed under a cloud of pre- 
sumed guilt, although neither of- 
ficer ever has been tried or even 
served with any formal accusa- 
tion. The only charges ever 
brought against them were con- 
tained in the formal, unjudicial 
“conclusions” of the Roberts Com- 
mittee, named by President Roose- 
velt soon after the attack, to “pro- 
‘vide a basis for sound decisions.” 

These officers were accused and 
convicted in the same few words 
by. a quasi-official group of five 
men who, in this capacity, were in 
the position of just so many scan- 
dalmongers. 


Kangaroo Court 


The inquiry was not a court- 
martial but a kangaroo court. 
Neither the admiral nor the gen- 
eral was given the same oppor- 
tunity to protect his name and the 
public interest and to establish the 
truth of a great, historical disaster, 
that is given to a mildewed bum 
accused of jack-rolling in an ordi- 
nary American police court. Both 
officers were assured that they 
were not “on trial” in the Roberts 
inquiry. Indeed, in the legalsense, 
they were not, for the committee 
had no right to try them. And, 
because they were not “on trial” 
they were denied their right to 
trial counsel and their right to 
cross-examine witnesses. Nevér- 
theless, in its closing paragraphs, 
the Roberts report, flouting much 
of its own earlier text, did convict 
these men of “dereliction of duty.” 

This committee was President 
Roosevelt’s own creature and be- 
holden to him, although Mr. Roose- 
velt, also, has a personal stake in 
the case under investigation. Some 
phases of his own conduct were 
open to question and, possibly? to 
condemnation. But, ‘by reason of 
his position, he stood above the 
jurisdiction of the Roberts Com- 
mittee while Kimmel and Short 
'were exposed to inquiry, blame 
and disgrace.  _ Sea 


Not Studied 


Few of the American people to 
whom the Roberts report actually 
was addressed, have the patience 
or the discriminating, studious 
analytieal ability to parse a docu- 
ment so long and tedious and de- 
tect its inconsistencies. Few of 
them realize that the Roberts in- 
quiry was a rush-act, prejudicial 
even to. sober justice, and that its 
report was calculated to pejudge 
Kimmel and Short and eliminate 
President Roosevelt. 

In the fight over the Roosevelt 
court-packing: plan few Americans 
studied the bill and the debates 
with sufficient intelligence and 
care to learn that it would have 
affected all the federal courts. 
Thus, to this day, the common be- 
lief is that this was a scheme af- 
fecting the supreme court only. 
Similarly, probably not more than 
one citizen in a -thousand has 
studied the Roberts report. The re- 
sult is that these Americans have 
been “indicted” or “convicted” of 
horrible betrayal of duty and 
trust.

WASHINGTON.—Governor Thomas E. Dewey, 

the. youthful Republican presidential nominee, 

ag . needs to clarify one statement made in his Chi- 

| cago acceptance speech, if he is to be credited 

with a proper grasp of the great war in which we are involved or 

the true duties devolving upon the President as commander-in-chief 
in time of war. 

In an effort to minimize the effect of a possible change in 
Presidents on the war program, Mr. Dewey told the convention that 
if there has been no presidential intervention in the military con 
duct of the war then there will be no interference with the prose 
cution of the war by his election. ; 

On the other hand, he continued, if there has been presidential 
interference in the operations of the military command, this, he 
pledged, would be immediately stopped upon his entry into the 
White House. 

The first part of the Dewey statement was obviously designed to 
carry the. impression that the office of Pfesident has no important 
relatianship to the military conduct of the war. Hence he was argu 
ing that the war would be as vigorously and as efficiently progse- 
cuted under him as it would under. Mr, elt. 

The second part of his statement was a bit mendacious in that it 
was intended to suggest that there may have been some presidential 
interference heretofore with the. military conduct of the war, and 
this, if true, he promised to stop upon his &ssumption of power. 

In dismissing so lightly the functions of the commander-in-chief 
in relation to the war, Governor Dewey throws himself open to the 
charge that he is wholly lacking in a true conception of the global 
conflict in which we gre engaged. The effect of what he said was 
that it does not matter who sits in the ite House so | as there 
is no presidential interference.with the military conduct of the war. 


TRUTH? Let’s see how much truth there is in such a statement. 

As Mr. Ernest Lindley, the able commentator for 
Newsweek Magazine, has pointed out, this is a coalition war in 
which we are engaged, and for that reason the American chiefs of 
staff, General Marshall and Admiral King, cannot dictate the 
strategy of the war. 

Differences necessarily arise between our Allies as to the 
strategy to be pursued. When they do arise they have to be settled, 
not by the professional military men, but by the President, sitting in 
‘consultation with other Allied government heads—Prime Minister 
Churchill and Premier Stalin. 

Just why does Mr. Dewey think it has been necessary for Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill and Marshal Stalin to remain in such 
constant communication with each other? Why should it have been 
necessary for the President and the Prime Minister to meet in the 
several conferences in which they have engaged? 

In the conduct of a great war such as the present conflict mili- 
tary affairs are closely intertwined with international politics and 
diplomacy. One cannot be separated from the other. Only the 
President, in.collaboration with other government heads in the 
coalition, can co-ordinate these various activities. And without 
proper co-ordination victory cannot be achieved. 

Who would say, as Mr. Dewey implies, that this is civilian 
“intervention” in the military conduct of the war. 

Moreover, it must be apparent to anyone familiar with the vast 
ramifications of the war that it was the duty of the President to 
cement this war coalition we have formed. 

Governor Dewey’s use of the, term civilian intervention in appli- 
cation to the presidency and the conduct of the war suggests that 
he is entirely ignorant of the duties of the President. It sounds 
like his first boner of the campaign. He will need to clarify it 


greatly. 

TIFYING It was gratifying to have the Republican presi- 
GRA dential nominee heap the high praise he did on 
General Marshall and Admiral King, our very able commanders, 
and to give assurance that they will be retained in their present 
commands, in the event he is elected next November. 

But in praising our military commanders and in indorsing the 
military conduct of the war, Governor Dewey was necessarily pay- 
ing a high tribute to Mr. Roosevelt also, though he studiously 
avoided any direct commitment of the kind. 

That comes about by virtue of the fact that General Marshal 
and Admiral King were chosen by the President for their commands.

Mr. Roosevelt went far down on the list to elevate.General Mar- 
shall to the office of chief of staff. At the time of Marshall's ap- 
pointment in 1939, when the war clouds were hovering over Europe, 
he was only a brigadier general. Bécause of the ability the. Presi- 
dent recognized in him, he was jumped over the heads of all the 
major generals in the army as well as other senior brigadier

Wood’s popular vote 
was 22,201 to Whelchel’s 20,001. 
Back in 1931, few observers 
gave the youthful judge of the 
Blue Ridge circuit a chance to de- 
feat Congressman Thomas M. Bell. 
Bell had served more than a quar- 
ter of a century in the house, and 
had whipped some of Georgia’s 
most able men in political cam- 
paigns. But Wood’s hard cam.- 
paigning, which lasted all winter 
and all summer, and his growing 
popularity gave him a handsome 
maiority. 

Wood did not trv again until this 
year. Whelchel did not seek re- 
nomination. This time Wood ap- 
parently captured 30. of the dis- 
tricts’ 40 unit votes. Dr. James

Italian Art Treasures 
Are Stored in Vatican 


ARROME, July 5.—(?}—IlItalian art 
treasures, including the headless 
and armless Venus from Cicerne 
and many ‘Raphael paintings, have 


been stored in the basement of a 
Vatican museum to save them 
from the ravages of war. 

More than 700 cases of the art 
treasures, transported from various 
parts of Italy through what the 
official Vatican statement termed 
“the intervention of German mili- 
tary forces of occupation,” are in 
the relatively new museum built 
by the late Pope Pius XI. 

When the move first started, the 
Vatican expected to receive about 
80 big packing boxes, but the 
figure grew to 664 cases, and these 
were augmented by shipments 
from ecclesiastical authorities who

Harmony moves have been launched in both Republican and 
Democratic camps to close the ranks for the fall campaign. 


1.GOP Chairman Herbert 
Brownell Jr. last night appointed 


Ralph H, Cake, who was campaign 
manager in 1940 for Willkie, to 
the executive committee of 15 
which will direct the presidential 
campaign for Governor Dewey. 

2. Secretary of Commerce Jones 
took a hand in the Texas Demo- 
cratic situation and a compromise 
appeared to be in the making 
whereby the regular Democratic 
organization’s 48-vote delegation to 
the national convertion would be 
seated and the threat that Texas 
Democratic electors might not sup- 
port the party nominee would be 
withdrawn informal'y. 

JONES EDITORIAL. 

In a front-page editorial in the 
Houston Chronicle, which he pub- 
lishes, Jones protested the Texas 
Democratic convention's decision 
that the electors not be bound to 
vote for the party nominee unless 
the national convention takes a 
stand satisfactory to the Texans 
on race and other questions.

FALL OF CITY NEAR 

General Eisenhower watched 
the furious battle for La Haye on 


the Fourth of July and returned 
to England yesterday after confer- 
ring with Allied field com- 
manders. 

The fall of La Haye, regarded 
as imminent, is expected to force 
the Germans into a five-mile re- 
treat toward Lessay. A front dis- 
patch from Associated Press,Cor- 
respondent Don Whitehead said 
American troops broke into the 
city on the northern side while 
other units were engaged in an 
enveloping movement from the 
east and west, thereby avoiding 
too costly a frontal attack. 

An Allied communique issued at 
11:30 p. m., and trailing by some 
hours the actual events in the 
field, told of the capture of St. 
Nicholas de Pierre, three miles 
northwest of La Haye, and Neuf- 
mesnil, one and a half miles north 
of the German hinge town. 

“Resistance is strong and the 
enemy is well-positioned on high 
ground,” the bulletin said of the 
attack on the western side of the 
Cherbourg peninsula. “In the 
Caen area the enemy is counter- 
attacking strongly, our position at 
Carpiquet remains firm.” 

Dispatches*direct from the Caen 
front said the Germans were us- 
ing their nebelwerfers, multi-bar- 
relled rocket mortars. Their big, 
wailing projectiles rained down,\on 
Carpiquet in spurts at 10-minute

A total of 58 cities, towns and 
villages have been liberated in 
France at the end of the first 
month of the invasion, headquar- 
ters announced. The big prize of 
course was Cherbourg, 25 miles 
north of embattled La Haye, and 
U. S. Engineers were working 
swiftly there to convert the port 
into a giant supply base. 

La Haye’s railway station is 
only 300 yards from the heart of 
the town. It was a gruelling foot- 
by-foot struggle in which bayonets 
and grenades were freely em- 
ployed. 

Fighting raged on a 20-mile 
front from Carentan westward 
through La Haye to the coast, as 
the Americans freed 17 villages 
in the last 24 hours in advances 
of one-half to 2 1-2 miles, Field 
dispatches compared the fight 
through thick hedges along most 
of the front to “jungle” struggles. 

One German counterattack 
against Hill 95, last height guard- 
ing La Haye a mile to the north- 
east, was flung back during the 
day, and the Americans also re- 
pulsed another German plunge 
three miles west of the strong- 
hold in their three-sided assault. 
The Germans threw in giant Tiger 
tanks for the first time on the 
U. S. sector in an effort to save 
the town. The Germans still held 
Mont Castre forest, from two to 
three miles southeast of La Haye, 
but otherwise there was no ap- 
parent line for them to fall back 
upon short of Lessay. 

Two miles east of the forest the 
doughboys were reported pushing 
south into the swampy ground be- 
yond St. Jores against extremely 
stiff opposition. They had won, 
lost, and regained St. Jores in the 
preceding two days of attack and 
counterassault.

(lf a certain person were 
called a moron, it would be well 
to wquire whether newspaper 
reporters or psychologists were 
speaking. The meaning of the 
word “moron” varies from that 
of a sex degenerate as freely em- 
ployed in journalism today, to a 
certain level of mental alert- 
ness, which is its proper psycho- 
logical meaning.: Many a young 
woman laughingly and affec- 
tionately terms her sweetheart 
an “idiot”, but that is a worse 
epithet in psychology than either 
“imbecile” or “moron.”

DIAGNOSIS: It is not uncom- 
mon in American journalism for 
a sex criminal to be called a 
moron. (In fact, the newspaper 
usage of that word more or less 
connotes sex degeneracy. 

But the proper use of the ge 
has nothing to do with sex or 
criminality. Rather, it refers to 
a certain level of mental alertness. 
In classifying human beings on the 
basis of intelligence, we call the 
majority of people normal or aver- 
age. The remainder are either 
above or below this average. 

If mental sluggishness or retard- 
ation is marked, we designate such 
a person as feebleminded. Tech- 
nically, a feebleminded individual 
has an I. Q. or intelligence quo- 
tient of 0.70 or less. We usually 
omit the decimal and speak of an 
I, Q. of 70 or 65, etc. 

An I. Q. of 70 simply means that 
in comparison with an average 
American of the same age, our 
subject has but 70 per cent of the 
normal mental age. 


FEEBLEMINDEDNESS 

Suppose we have two children 
who are exactly 10 years old by 
the calendar or chronological age. 
If one of them can handle the 
varions problems and psychologi- 
cal test items typical of the aver- 
age 10-year-old, we say that child 
has an I. Q. of 100. 

But if the other youngster can 
perform only those problems and 
items which an average 77-year-old 
can do, then that child has a 
mental age of seven years. The 
I. Q. is simply an _ arithmetical 
fraction, with the mental age in 
the numerator, and the chrono- 
logical or calendar age in the de-

age is considered 16 years, a 
grown man or woman with a

Leftover Meat, Vegetables

This is a dressed-up way to 
serve left-over meat and vege- 
tables: 

MEAT AND VEGETABLE TWIST 


2 cups sifted enriched flour 

3 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 to 4 tablespoons shortening 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley 
2-3 cup milk 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der and salt. Cut or rub in short- 
tening. Add parsley. Add milk 
to make soft dough. Turn out on 
lightly floured board and knead 
1-2 minute. Roll to oblong sheet. 
Spread meat-vegetable filling over 
half the sheet, the short way of 
the rolled dough. With sharp 


knife cut l-inch strips from edge 
of dough toward the filling. Twist 
strips together and fold acress 
filling sealing edges of strips to 
edge of meat covered biscuit. 
Place on baking sheet and bake in 
moderate oven, 375 degrees, 30 
minutes. 

Filling: 

1 1-2 cups ground cooked meat 

1-2 cup cooked string beans 

1-2 cup diced cooked carrots 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

1 cup medium white saue 

Salt and pepper 

Mix meat and vegetables with 
white saue. Add salt and pepper 
to taste. Blend well. This makes 
sufficient filling for the dough in 
recipe above,

CHEERS MEET SALLY 


Amid the cheers that met this 
sally, Eden declared firmly: “I am 
perfectly willing to put my record 
in the Spanish business side- by 
side with Mr. Pritt’s at any time 
and at any place.” 

In a lengthy statement, 
ed to pacify an irritable house of 
commons until Prime Minister 
Churchill could make a promised 
statement tomorrow on the robot 
bombs, Eden said he had. been 
informed by the Spanish ambassa- 
dor that all reports of Nazi mili- 
tary experiments and research in 
Spain “are absolutely untrue.” 

Despite biting demands by sev- 
eral members that he ask the Rus- 
sians what they knew about the 
business, the foreign secretary res- 
olutely refused to alter his stand, 
saying: “I. think it is desirable 
that we should all be careful in 
what we say and not make 
charges that we cannot substan- 
tiate.”

the information they sought. 
“FIGHTER PILOT’S NECK” 

A dispatch by Wes Gallagher, of 
the Associated Press, from “south- 
ern England” said British civilians 
were developing “fighter pilot’s 
neck” from constantly turning 
their heads to watch for the flying 
bombs. 

He said one of the heaviest cas- 
ualty lists was caused when a blast 
caved in plate glass windows on 
girl typists and clerks working in 
makeshift offices.

GENERAL EISENHOWER’S

July 5.—(4#)—General Eisenhower 
returned to his headquarters in 
England today, completing a five- 
day visit to his troops on the Nor- 
mandy battlefields.

The second, by air, was made in 
an adapted Mustang fighter plane 
flown by Major General Quesada, 
head of the Ninth Air Force Fight- 
er Command, who led a fighter 
sweep behind German lines with 
General Ike as passenger. 

The whole purpose of the trip 
was to enable Eisenhower to study 
the front himself, starting with 
the British-Canadian eastern flank, 
and working over to the extreme 
western end of the American line. 


EXPRESSES ADMIRATION 

He expressed admiration for the 
accomplishments of the American, 
British and Canadian division and 
air force units in the field. 

Although he bent over back- 
wards to avoid it—because he is 
an Allied commander—he couldn't 
hide justifiable pride in the Amer- 
ican divisions that won the upper 
Cherbourg peninsula. 

In rain, mud, sunshine and dust 
the supreme commander careened 
wildly along roads in France 
through many’ scenes reminiscent 
of the last war. Most of the time 
he was in exposed positions with- 
in easy reach of enemy fire. Twice 
German artillery barrages were 
laid down at points he had just 
left. 

Six times he crossed a bridge 
plainly marked “bridge under 
fire.’ He ignored a helmet and 
wore only a cloth cap. 

General “Ike” decorated 26 men 
of the American First Division. He 
examined flying bomb launching 
sites.

After flying over in an unes- 
corted transport Saturday, the gen- 
eral spent the rest of the day con- 
ferring with Bradley. They dis- 
cussed plans and objectives of the 
present attack on the western side 

of the Cotentin peninsula, and the 
admirable protection of the Brit- 
ish flank. 

Eisenhower refused a chateau, 
as trespassing on private French 
property, and slept in an impro- 
vised tent near Bradley’s head- 
quarters. A steel folding cot was 
his only extravagance. On it were 
a GI bedroll and four GI blankets. 


MEETS MONTGOMERY 

On Sunday General Montgom- 
ery was surprised when he left 
church services in the field to find 
Eisenhower beside him. A study of 
the British sector followed, during 
which the supreme commander 
highly commended the British ad- 
vance in the face of seven enemy 
panzer divisions. 

Eisenhower also expressed his 
understanding for British troops 
who were anxious “to get going.” 

He emphasized that their past 
performances were far from 
thankless and were vital to the 
campaign and fully appreciated. 

Because of the speed maintained 
by his driver, eee Alex Stout, 
of Opelousas, La. few of the 
troops got a th look at the su- 
preme commander, but wherever 
he went their. eyes and yells fol- 
lowed him. 

Sometimes the Tommies sur: 
passed the Americans in the recep- 
tion given him, but in most cases 
it was about equal. 

The general would lean out of 
the jeep, wave at astounded and 
gaping troops, and they would 
fumble between a salute and a 
wave. 

“Did ya see that?” they asked 
each other. “The old man him- 
self.” 

But one Negro sergeant topped 
them all with this crack to a road 
crew: 

“Yeah, that’s the general. Now 
let’s get this road fixed before 
he comes back and tears his hide 
off.” 

The visit to Montgomery’s head- 
quarters ended with a lecture for 
the two generals on the new Ger- 
man Panther tank, one of which 
was captured intact by a crack 
British armored unit. 

SPEEDS IN JEEP 

Eisenhower also held a short 
meeting with Lieutenant General 
F. A, M. Browning, commander of 
British parachute troops. Then 
with Bradley bouncing around in 
the back seat, the jeep sped back 
to the American sector. 

During his stop at the Second 
American infantry division, a ner- 

vous sergeant asked to be intro- 
duced to the supreme commander. 
It was then revealed he was Geor- 
ge Etherington, from the Gene- 
ral’s home town of Abiline, Kans.

Monday Eisenhower mounted a 
high flak tower recently captured 
and from it watched American 
fire directed on the retreating 
Germans. He hardly had left the 
structure when it was damaged 
by intense 88-millimeter fire. 

The supreme commander was 
drenched to the skin by rain, and 
he and Bradley and their jeep 
were the muddiest objects on the 
road when they pulled into an 
unfinished buzz-bomb site in the 
northern part of the peninsula. 

Eisenhower was struck by the 
simplicity of this particular con- 
struction, and the shortage of iron 
in the German war supply. They 
used wooden nails in building and 
in laying a narrow railway from 
which the bombs were to take 
off between two concrete walls. 

In Cherbourg the General sur- 
veyed the battle area of the sabo- 
taged port and saw minesweepers 
at work. 


IKE IS AMAZED 

Eisenhower appeared amazed at 
the obstacles and forts guarding 
Cherbourg. Bradley told him how 
the Amefican forces reached the 
moat of one wondering how they 
would cross—and then the Ger- 
mans waved a white flag. 

The supreme commander went 
through Fort du Roule and then 
toured Cherbourg, where a few 
French recognized him. They 
waved and called to him and 
passed the word along in excited 
French. Meanwhile, Eisenhower's 
orderly, Sergeant Mickey Mc- 
Keogh, got his hands on a case of 
cognac “for official guests.” 

As he walked over the mutilat- 
ed, debris-strewn ground that had 
been Cherbourg, Eisenhower said 
he believed the battle of Cher- 
bourg would go down in history 
as one of the greatest victories in 
the annals of the American Army. 

Through Valognes and Monte- 
bourg, both virtually erased by 
fires, bombs and shells, the gen- 
eral failed to cover: his feelings 
for the French who lost their 
worldly possessions. But he point- 
ed out that much damage had been 
done by the German fire as well. 

Below Montebourg he spent al- 
most an hour examining a mam- 
moth rocket-firing site, captured 
while still under construction. 

On July 4 he got a kick out of 
approving the shell salute fired on 
the enemy. He was to have fired 
one gun himself, and, as much as 
he would have enjoyed it, he 
turned the lanyard and the pleas- 
ure over to Bradley. 

GENERALS CELEBRATE 

Private Ben Tipper, of Farming- 
ton, W. Va., was relieved of his 
position at the gun by section 
Chief Sergeant Andrews, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and Bradley and Eisen- 
hower argued over the rope. Fi- 
nally, Eisenhower stepped back 
and held his ears. The general 
bounded on his heels with the ex- 
plosion of the gun and he and 
Bradley roared with laughter like 
a couple of boys celebrating the 
Fourth with a giant firecracker. 

The official party moved on. Aft- 
er it left one corps headquarters 
the place came under a heavy ene- 
my barrage. 

At another, the general was in- 
troduced to Staff Sergeant K. N. 
Hougard, of Ore., who 
just had come into the lines. A 
waist gunner in a Flying Fortress, 
Hougard told Eisenhower that his 
plane was shot down May 8 and 
the French underground saw his 
parachute, They gave him civilian 
clothes and advised him to sweat 
out the invasion and make for the 
American lines, Eisenhower prom- 
ised to advise the gunner’s com- 
manding officer to notify Hou- 
gard’s parents that he was safe. 

The flight with Quesada closed 
the tour. Eisenhower deliberate- 
ly decided to visit a support fight- 
er field. When Quesada offered to 
strip a Mustang and fit in another 
seat the general grabbed the 
chance to go on a fighter sweep. 
MUSTANG FLIGHT
